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REQUEST FOR ACKNOWLEDGEMENT OF RECEIPT OF PETITION FOR

Applicants received a Notice of Allowance dated July 26, 2005 in connection with the 
above-referenced application. Applicants promptly paid the issue fee on August 29, 2005 but 
subsequently withdrew the application from issue on February 8, 2006.
